Chicago, January 3.—It was a day of 
funerals in Chicago, and for the first tim: 
in the history of the city, all of the peg- 
ple who desired to bury their dead were 
unable to do so. The unprecedented de- 
mand for hearses and carriages would 
have been enough f[n itself to tax to the 
very utmost the resources of the under- 
takers, but the heavy snow that has 
fallen during the last two days has in- 
creased their difficulties enormously. 

All of the cemeteries in Chicago are 
mfies from the business center and resi- 
dence districts, and with good weather 
and the streets In passable condition, it 
is a matter of several hours to reach one 
of them. Today, when every hearse was 
in urgent demand, ft required about twice 
as long to reach a cemetery as under 
normal conditions. 

Arrangements were made by the under- 
takers to have as many funerals as pos- 
sible held in the early part of the day 
in order to allow, if possible, the use of 
the hearse for a second funeral in the af- 
Ternoon. In a number of cases this was 
done, but there were instances where 
the families, who were to wait for the 
return of the hearse; were disappointed, 
and were compelled to defer the burial 
of their loved ones until tomorrow. It is 
not expected Myrt there will ba any fyr- 
ther trouble in this direction after today, 
and by tomorrow the street to the ceme- 
teries will be in such a condition as to 
permit of the passage of funerals in al- 
most the ordinary time. 

Dug Graves at Night. 

The cemeteries were compelled to keep 
men at work all through the night dig- 
ging graves, and in some of the large 
cemeteries they barely managed to make 
them with sufficlent speed. At one time 
this afternoon fourteen burials were fn

States Client's Side of Case. 
Says Macon and Birming- 
ham Charges Nothing 
to Lane.

Macon, Ga., January 3.—Both J. R. Lané, 
general manager of the Macon and Bir- 
mingham railway, and E. R. Henderson, 
the road’s auditor are now under bond 
in the sum of $2,500 each, charged with 
embezzlement. 

The warrant for Auditor Henderson 
Was sworn out by General Manager Lane 
and upon it Flenderson was arrested. 
Just before 9 o'clock, Justice Gerdine, 
by whom the warrant was issued, fixed 


Henderson's bond at $2,500. 
For some reason the warrant for Lane, 


that was sworn out by Hen- 


derson, “was not served until this morn-: 


ing. General Manager Lane had been 
endvised the warrant had been obtained 
and without any trouble perfected the 


bond. 

E. A. Martell, of Boston, an expert au- 
ditor and accountant, and Attorney 
Weeks have been in the city for a week 
going over the records and buoxs of tue 
company. The work was practically com- 
pleted yesterday afternoon late and 
when the ‘‘cash on hand"’ was compared 
with the figures on the ledgers, show- 
ing what that cash on hand should be, 
there was a discrepancy of in round fig- 
ures, $50,000. 

Auditor Henderson was called upon to 
make good. H. cunfrunted the demand 
with the declaration that he held in his 
possession checks and tickets bearing J. 
R. Lare’s name, as general manager, to 
account for this amount. 

Auditor Henders.n Talks. 

Auditor Henderson has not prepared a 
statement for publication, but tonight, 
after a lengthy conference with his at- 
torney, Colonel A. L. Dasher, he stated 
to a representative of The Constitution 
Ris views. 

“There was but one way to get that 
money out of bank,’’ says the auditor, 
“and that was by a check signed by J. 
HK. Lane, general manager. These checks 


were numerous. 

“Soon after I went to tue Macon and 
Birmingham checks came to me frota 
the bank payable to ‘cash’ and signed 
by General Manager Lane as general 
manager. I had no account against Mr. 
Lane, and when these checks turned up 
at first I went to him to ask what I 
should do with them, as I had no ac- 
count against him. He told me to carry 
them in the drawer against him as cash. 

‘“T knew Mr. Lane was the _ auditor 
and not wishing to-lose my job, I did 
so. ‘Then time and time again he would 
come in and ask for cash out of the 
drawer direct me to carry this as cash 
against him. This I did. It was done 
for years, and while I did not think It 
wholly the right way it was none of 
my business, as Lane had every employee 
of the Macon and Birmingham to look up- 
on him as ‘it.’ I have never known the 
president of the road to visit Macon but 
one time. Naturally, whatever Lane said 
was accepted ”’ 

Statement from Lane’s Consul. 

G. S. Jones, Incal counsel! for the Ma- 

son and Birmingham, also representing 


Mr. Lane, says: 

“The prosecution of Mr. Lane by Mr. 
Henderson is entirely unauthorized by 
the railroad company for the reason the 
company knows of no shortage on Mr.

THORNTON TELLS 
HS ANFUL CRIME 


Assailant of Miss Cismukes 
Captured Near Americus 


Negro Coolly Belates His Attack on 
the Young Lady and Shows No.

Americus, Ga., January 3.—(Special.)— 
Cowering in a steel cage at the police 
barracks here and fully realizing his im- 
pending doom, Tobe Thornton, the mu- 
latto, who assaulted Miss Dismukes, an 
estimable young lady of Webster county, 
two days ago, was gazed at by num- 
bers of citizens this morning. 

Thornton was captured late last night 
by Police Chief Feagin and Sheriff Beil, 
with a posse of officers. He was found 
asleep in a cabin on the Hooks plan- 
tation, where the officers learned he was 
in hiding. 

Thornion woke up to find a small bat- 
tery of guns trained upon him, and made 
no resistance, which would have meant 
instant death. When placed in jail here, 
Thornton talked freely to the officers of 
his crime, telling them how he waited in 
Miss Dismukes’ thoms for her return 
from a short visit to a neighbor; how 
he sprang upon her, and how the poor 
girl fought him desperately in defense of 
her honor and life. 

So horrifying was the story told by the 
human devil that some who heard it 
could scarcely be restrained from killing 
him on the spot. The negro’s face is 
badly Jacerated, showing imprints of Miss 
Dismukes’ finger nails as she fought him, 
while his clothing shows many evidences 
of his devilis; deed. 

Thornton talked of the crime as un- 
concernedly ag he would of the killing 
of a raybit, showing no evidence of re- 
morse whatever. He was taken 1! ack 
to Webster county today, and Judge Z.

A great soldier, in the ripeness of 
years and yet enduring to the latest 
breath the pangs of the wounds of 
four decades ago, has fallen upon |; 
earth’s final sleep. 

In the brave days of his earlier sol- 
diership, and then in the strenuous 
years of one of the world’s most tragic 
wars, wherein his genius lifted him 
to the next highest rank of general- 
ship, General James Longstreet was a 
conspicuous figure and always a force 
to be reckoned with. The finest and

Europe have pronounced him a com- 
mander in whom were combined those 
abilities of initiative, strategy and per- 
sistent daring that make the historic 
general of any age or people. 

While to others who were concerned 
in the great campaigns and battles of 
which he was a distinguished factor 
there may have appeared in his acts 
some incidents for criticism, yet to his 
immediate officers and men he wa3 
ever the ideal soldier and the peerless 
commander. But in the presence of 
his shrouded frame, in the revived 
memories of his loyalty and his hero- 
ism, and in the knowledge that the 
seeming errors of men in pivotal 
crises are often the misunderstood 
interferences of the Supreme Ruler, 
judgments cease and reverence, grati- 
tude and honor form the threnody at 
the tomb. 

The war record of General long- 
street will always remain a theme of 
laudation by the sons of southerners. | 
For the reward of it thousands re- 
fused to sanction the rebukes his sub- 
sequent career sometimes gendered 
among his compatriots. Who that wit- 
nessed it can forget the embrace given 
Longstreet by ex-President Davis here 
in Atlanta and the tremendous ovation 
that greeted the old hero in his vet- 
eran gray uniform as he joined in the 
gala-day made in honor of his disfran- 
chised chief? 

General Longstreet’s taking of of- 
fice under President Grant has been 
always a misunderstood transaction. 
It was not a surrender of his southern 
Sentiments or an act of disloyalty to 
the southern people. At the time 
when General Grant, feeling the im- 
pulses of former comradeship, tender- 
ed an office and its emoluments to 
General Longstreet, whose fortunes 
_ were in sore straits, the old soldier re- 
fused to consider acceptance of the of- 
fer until urged to it by his later fel- 
low-soldiers in New Orleans, includ- 
ing Generals Hood, Beauregard, Harry 
Hayes, Ogden and even Jefferson 
Davis himself. He accepted it in the 
belief that it was duty to take any 
occasion for public service that other- 
wise would be held in the hands of 
alien carpet-baggers and haters of 
the southern people. But the occasion 
was too soon-—the passions of the peo- 
ple yet too inflamed. Without full 
knowledge of the inwardness of his

PULPIT REPLY 
FOR TILLMAN 


Dr. Broughton Attacks Sen- 
ator’s Views om the 
Negro. 


At the Baptist tabernacle last night 


to an audience of three thousand people, 
Dr. L. G. Broughton took occasion to 
reply to the lecture of Senator Tillman, 
delivered in the city last week. Tillman’s 
lecture was on the race question. Dr. 
Broughton’s theme was the ‘Sensitive 
Fool.” He handled the South Carolina 
senator without gloves and used some 
very forcible words in speaking of the 
senator’s views on the negro in the 


south. 

Dr. Broughton said: 

“Much of this talk of the race prob- 
lem is also the result of morbid sensi- 
tiveness. I heard Senator Tillman Fri- 
day night give his lecture on ‘The Ne- 
gro.’ I tried to be fair in my eétimate 
of it.

Athens, Ga., January 3.—The University 
of Georgia, after a vacation of two weeks 
for the Christmas holidays, will reopen 
tomorrow for the session that closes at 
commencement. 

It is expected that there will be a large 
number of young men from different sec- 
tions of the state to enroll as students of 
the university, and that the attendance 
for the session will go beyond all previous 
records. The record of attendance thus 
far is 359, but it is believed that the at- 
tendance this session will reach four 
hundred. 


The winter course in agriculture will 
begin tomorrow. The agricultural depart- 
ment of the university has gone to a 
kreat dea) of trouble to make this course 
exceedingly attractive and profitable, and 
it is hoped that many of the farmers and 
their sons of this state will take advan- 
tage of what the university has prepared 
for them. 


Report on Summer School. 
Athens, ' Ga., January 3.—(Special.)— 
Treasurer Frank M. Harper, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia summer school, has 
made his report as to the finances of that 
institution. It shows total receipts from 
all sources of $9,236.42, and ine expenses 
after being paid left the sum of $1,623.06 
tn bank with which to commence work 
on the next session of the school. 

The citizens of Athens gave $300 to 
ihe summer school fund, the general edu- 
cation board duplicated that amount, the 
University of Georgia gave $1,000, and 
over two thousand dollars came from the 
matriculation fees, The salary Ust footed 
up $5,928 and the various other expenses 
of the school were $1,431.07. 

Plans are now being made (for the 
repetition of the summer school next 
summer jin this city. It will be necessary 
to raise @bout two thousand dollars more 
to give the school a good start, but that 
will be done, and the school will be as 
thorough a success next summer as it 
Was last. Chancellor Hill, who is the 
president of the summer school organiza- 
tion, and President E, CC. Branson, of the 
state normal school, who was the effi- 
tient superintendent of the summer school 
last year,. together with other members 
of the faculties of the university and 
normal school, are at work now on plans 
for the school for th® next session. which 
will commence in the neighborhood of 
July }. 

Tuck May Succeed Shackelford. 

Athens, Ga., January 3.—(Special.)—City 
Attowney Frank C. Shackelford will not 
be a candidate for reelection to that of- 
fice, which he has held with distinction 
for the past eight years. He has so an- 
nounced to the mayor and aldermen. His 
successor will be chosen at the meeting 
of the council Wednesday. Hon. Henry 
C. Tuck, ex-mayor of Athens and ex- 
representative from Clarke county in the 
legislature, and at present chairman of 
the county democratic executive commit- 
tee, is a candidate for the place, and will 
in all probability be chosen. There is no 
opposition yet developed to any of the 
heads of the different departments, and 
all the present office holders will be re- 
elected at the meeting of the mayor and 
council Wednesday. There isa movement 
on foot to increase the police force by 
electing four additional men, but this is 
being opposed by several aldermen.

WORK OF POLICE | 
IN SEVEN YEARS 


Chief Ball Makes Review and 
Shows Wonderful Strides 
Made by Department. 


Chief Ball has completed an Iinterest- 
ing review of the work of the pdlice 
department for the past seven years. The 
flzures show that the amount of stulen | 
goods recovered by the city detectives 
during the past year equals the total 
amount.of money received by the depart- 
ment from all sources, cluding pulice 
court fines, seven years ago. In 1897 the 
total receipts were $20,527.72. Last yéear 
the value of stolen goods recOvered was 
$20,525.78. 

The chief secured the figures to prove 
what ‘great strides the department has 
made in seven years. His tabulated state- 
ment is as fcllows:

The Fifteenth 


Subject: The Proper Relations of 
3s Christian to the World. 

Text: “Ye are the salt of the 
earth: but if the salt have lost his 
savour, wherewith shall it be salted? 


it is thenceforth good for nothing 
but to be cast out, and to be trodden | 


under foot of men.”’ 

“‘Ye are the light of the world. A 
city that is set on an hill that cannot 
be hid.”’ 

Neither do men light a candle, and 
put it under a bushel, but on a can- 
dlestick, and it giveth light unto all 
that are in the hous:.” Matt. v, 
13-16. 


When Jesus had i eatents ‘ith the 
atitudes, which describe eit, tar spirit 
of the citizens of the kingdom, He took 
up the discussion of the relation that th» 
CHizens of the divine commonwealit 
should sustain to the world. It will be 
profitable for us to listen closely to what 
He says because men have had widely 
differing ideas ef the chief business 
the “saints.’’ 

Some have said that the proper attitude 
of a Christian to the world that of 2 
“fleeing pilgrim.’’ To them the world is 
an evil thing that bears the curse of 
God; it-is a damned world. All it fit 
for is to get out of as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

The little allegory written by John 
Bunyan called ‘Pilgrim's Progress” has 
had much to @o with this notion. In many 
respects it is an admirable little story. 
No doubt ‘Bunyan wrote it with the sin- 
cerest good intentions. It carries a pious 
tone on every page, but It is about as 
Gifferent from the thought of Jesus as a 
cOal pit is different from the meridian 
Eun. 

Pilgrim seis out with the determination 
to save himsclf,. whatever rf 
the rest of mankind. Before fleeing from 
the “City of Destruction,” hé does warn 
n tew to flee also, but that about as 
far es his unselfishness goes. His sole 
idea seems to be to save his own skin. 
If Jesus had found such a condition 
Pilgrim fo He would have stayed 
right there, working in unselfish love for 
the salvation of the inhabitants of the 
doomed city till! tne brimstone began to 
fall, or till the inhabitants, weary of His 
ministrations of iove, killed Him. That 
is exactly what He did. 

That will not in the 
be regarded as the next 
the B™e, which teaches 
selfishness. ° 

Some people seem to think that it 
Pleasing to God and a mark of piety to 
?fender God's world. Some of our nymn: 
tall it a “vile world.’’ It will be profit- 
able for any one who hae such an idea 
as this to read his Tible once more. f 
he does, he will find that in the beginning 
God pronotinced it goou; and when Jesus 
was He never said an evil word 
about The only curse that the Bible 
F2yS Was ever pronounced on the world 
was “for man’s sake,’’ to make him 
work. Man never would have been of 
much aceount if he had not had to work. 
tHe certainly would not have been like 
his Makeg» for Jesus said: ‘“‘My Father 
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ind I work.”’ Jesus cuonstantiy used the 
vorld to illustrate the providence, beauty 
and goodness of God. 

And further, it should 
‘hat men were not to 
‘sscaped from. Jesus never 
word about any of His 
those who were making 
religion; and He rebuked these hypoerites 
because they ‘shut the kingdom of heay- 
en in men's facés.”’ 

Others have taught that the proper at- 
titude is that of hostility. They have 
sald it Ils Tie business of a Christian te 
ight. “‘We are soldiers of the cross,” 
they say, and the military fSzgure looms 
very large wvefote their eyes. ass | le 
they say, “is present in the world and 
our ousiness is to drive it out.’’ The only 
evil in the world is in the hearts of men, 
and it 1s very hard to hate evil and yet 
love in@é man in whose heart it lives. 

A good man once prayed, “O God. put 
the heel of Thy might down upon all the 
forces of evil in our land, grind 
to powder and scatter the dust 
four winds of heaven,” but 
not reaily a Christian prayer. He shouid 
have prayed that all the forces of ecyvil 
and al] evil men be converted to good. 
We are taught that ‘evil should be over- 
come with good; and Jesus is pictured 
to us aS “More than conqueror.” A con- 
queror may kill his enemy, but the good 
that is more than a conqueror converts 
the evil into good and wins the adher- 
ence of the one-time evil man, that 
where there once stood one good man and 
one evil, there now stands not one good 
man alone, the evil man being dead, but 
there stand two good men. When Na- 
poleon returned to France from Elba, 
detachments of troops were sent to con- 
quer and capture him, out as fast as they 
came Napoleon won them over to his 
side ‘and they swept round to his rear 
tu swell his own numbers. 

So with a Christian. 
with sword and musket 
stroy, but to win. 

Some have taught that the proper at- 
titude to the world js aloofness. They 
have formed close corporations and have 
enjoyed each other’s company. Their idea 
of “glorifying God,” as they have called 
it, is going through a round of psalm- 
singing and knee-bending. ‘To them God 
seems to be an obese sort of diety, who 
loves flattery and enjoys deleful music: 
as if selfishness in God were l*ss blame- 
worthy than in man. 

Some have taken themselves to con- 
vents and monasteries, apart from thetr 
fellows.

“It is all well enough to make wat 
against all these evils, but they wiv not 
be put down unti] the church is purified. 
The church needs to be converted today 
becaus it has backslidden into sin and 
worldlincss. When the church becomes 
converted and returns to: her first love, 
then will the kingdom of God come. The 
meanness and dévilishness of the world 
is due largeiy to the corruption in the 
church. The kingdom of God is one 
thing; the church is quite another thing. 
The chureh has been in the world for 
six thousand years, but the kingdom of 
God has not yet come. 

“As long as the church fawns to. the 
world and makes fashion and money iis 
God and holds within its membership 
adulterers and money sharks and gam- 
blers, the kingdom of God will not come. 
And then when the kingdom does come it 
will be a kingdom of peace. The nations 
of earth will learn war no more. 

“Today the world is not at peace. The 
so-called Christian nation stands with a 
chip on its shoulder daring the other 
nations to knock it off.

They say we cannot ‘‘ton- 
trol’ iubor enough to very materially in- 
crease the present production of cotton. 
It does seem so to many of us. 

A good price for cotton, and particu- 
larly a high price, will attract to the 
cotton ficids great numbers of laborers 
from all quarters, (large investments in 
improved machinery and implements of 
eulture, a still larger use of commercial 
fertilizers, and a large increase in the 
area planted. It is not extravagant to 
say that the demand fér a 15,000,000 bale 
crop will be met in a very few years, 
provided only that the price be sufficient- 
ly high and the boll weevil shali not be 
permiited to extend its depredations too 
rapidly. I do not know, and do not 
write “by the card,’ but I believe that a 
steady market price of even 12% cents 
a pound for three years will induce a 
15,000,000 baye crop. There is now

TOO RICH FOR COTTON-—COTTON FOR- 
MULA 


J. W. Strickland, Tifton, Ga—I have 4 
acres of land which I wish to plant in cot- 
ton that there were 250 head of cattie fat- 
tened with cotton seed meal and hulls.

I will eay that 
cotton hae a tendency to produce an exces- 
sive weed with very little fruit on [it in south 
shee: What variety of cotton would vou 

commerd planting on this 4 acres? Also 
r have about 50 tons of manure which is from 
cattle fattened on cotton seed meal and hulls 
that I wish to put in the drill for cotton. 
Please give me the amount of potash 
phosphoric acid that would be required 
make a well-balanced fertilizer per acre. I 
was thinking of planting the Schley cotton 
propagated’ by the station. If think the 
Schley cotton would be adapted to extreme 
rich ‘aina and higher fertilization, pleaee adt- 
vise me. Also the 5 bushels of see! 
I will plant {4 aeres in cotton and with 
the fertility of the land and the manure 
avatiahle YT ought to produce .fourteen fg 
of cotton under favorable conditions. What 
‘nformation sou can give me on the above 
wil} be thankfully recetved. 

Answer—I consider that a soil 
prelucing 95 bushels of corn per acre 
rich for profitable cotton growing. Ac 
my long observation and expertence, when 
an acre of soil, of a good year, will produce 
25 bushels of corn should produce one bale 
of cotton. According to the same proportion 
your e#oi] in question should produce 
balee of cotton per acre. My experience {fs 
against planting over-rich soils in cotton; bet- 
ter plant im some crop that will respond pro- 
portionately to very high manuring, guch as 
garden crops—cabbage, turnips, lettuce, ontons, 
asparagus beets etc In other words your 
very rich soil {s now suitable gardening soi!

R. P. FE., Gallatin, Tenn.—I have noticed 
several articles in your paper {nquiring for a 
remedy for hogs that were down in the loins, 
The following is the treatment that is used 
in this county: Rub the back well with tur- 
pentine and give arsenic, .I was told to give’ 
all the sow would eat, but I only give one 
teaspoonful every other day. J gave it only 
twice, and the sow got well. She had ten 
pigs in about a month after and raised all 
of them. She ts perfectly well now. 

As it will soon be time f@ putting bacon 
in shape to keep through next eummer. I 
will tell your readers how I keep it. I have 
a large, tight box that I put mine in. I 
take the meat down as soon as it is smoked 
enough to make good solid bacon and scald 
it in boiling hot pepper tea and wipe it off 
dry and hang it aiound in the box and close 
It tight so that flies will not get in, and I 
am not bothered with skippers, but I shall 
make the top partly of wire gauze, Iike a 
screen door, so that the air can get in, to 
prevent the meat from molding. Te main 
think is to prevent the files from getting to 
the meat.

Change 
their food. Give some bran, turnivs (and

3. If it is very poor land the Bermuda grass 
will Ive and make some sort of pasture 
If rich or you fertilize it it will be all the 
better. Break it well, harrow as smooth as 
possible and set the grass roots as* thickly 
as you please in March or April. You may 
lay off the shallow furrows three feet or 
less apart and drop a plece of sod or sever- 
al pleces of the jointed roote every step along 
in the furrows and either prig it in with a 
stick or cover with the foot and step on it. 
Probably March is the best time to reno- 
vate a Bermuda pasture. Plow and cross 
plow with a coulter plow that will not turn 
up the sod. Apply a dressing of good guano 
and roll smooth.
